HE of the Navy in the 

President’s Cabinet seems to be in 

high feather over the of get- 

ting coal for the navy from the coal 

fields of Alaska when the new railroad 

shall have been constructed and put 
into operation. 

We —s with the Secretary 
of the Navy in this respect, and see 
more in it than a little saving of money 
to the Federal government. It seems 
that we have to haul around the Horn 
or through the canal many thousands 
of tons of coal a year for the navy, and 
that the freight is a matter of $7 or $8 
a ton. 


It has been known for a period of at 
least forty years on the Coast that 
there were vast coal deposits in this 
Territory, and more than thirty years 
ago Los Angeles business men of en- 
terprise attempted to mine this coal 
and bring it south for various uses. 
The deposit worked at that time was 
near the seacoast and was reported to 
run in vast deposits under the sea. 
But it was not good steam coal, and 
the enterprise was abandoned. The 
supply for the navy is to come from 
inland, and experts who have tried it 
declare it -suitable in the highest de- 
de for use in the American navy. If 
it is good for this purpose it is good
